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BREAD  GSAIHS 

Summary  of  recent  "oread  grain  information 

ITo  material  changes  in  wheat  and  rye  product  ion  estimates  for  1933 
were  noted  during  the  past  week.    The  total  for  whc at ,  covering  38  coun- 
tries, remains  at  3,025,070,000  "bushels  as  compared  with  3,225,880,000  in 
1932.    Rye  estimates  total  l,000,bl6,000  "bushels  for  24  countries,  which 
in  1932  produced  960,587,000  "bushels. 

A  poor  export  outlook  and  large  crops  have  resulted  in  almost 
record  low  -prices  for  rye  in  all  Danube  Basin  countries  with  the  lowest 

price  quoted  in  Hungary  where  surpluses  are  the  largest.    Despite  the  low 
prices,  however,  rye  lias  be^r.  above  an  e;cport  parity  for  any  distant 
deliveries.     The  e;:-portable  surplus  of  rye  for  1933~3*+  ir-         Danube  Basin 
countries  is  estimated  by  t3ie  Bureaus  Belgrade  of f ice  at  about  7»875>00° 
bushels  of  which  6,370,000  bushels  were  still  on  hand  October  1. 

The  quality  of  the  1933  wheat  crop  in  Europe  is  reported  as  generally 
above  average.    The  good  quality  and  also  the  high  yields  in  several  central 
and  western  European  countries  was  due  to  unusual  favorable  weather  in  July 
and  August.    As  late  as  the  first  week  of  July,  the  Bureau's  Berlin  office 
points  out,  it  appeared  that  the  European  wheat  crop  this  year  would  fall 
considerably  below  that  of  1932  while  now  the  production  estimates  including 
the  Danube  Basin  countries  is  somewhat  above  la.st  year's  record  outturn. 
The  acreage  in  1933  shows  only  a  slight  increase  over  the  1928-1932  average 
while  production  is  well  above  that  average.    See  acreage  and  production 
table,  page  529. 

Buror>ean  wheat  markets  dull;  acreage  peak  believed  passed 

European  wheat  markets  have  been  very  dull  in  recent  weeks  as  a 
result  of  a  continental  crop  slightly  above  last  year's  record  outturn, 
together  with  a  larger  than  usual  carryover  in  many  of  the  more  important 
countries,  according  to  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service.    The  very  presence  of  these  large  supplies  of  wheat,  however, 
is  said  to  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  International  Wheat 
Agreement,  the  completion  of  which  probably  marked  the  tiirning  point  in 
the  expansion  of  wheat  acreage  in  Europe  generally.    The  last  few  years 
have  witnessed  a  decided  effort  among  most  European  countries  to  become 
self-sufficient  in  the  production  of  bread  grain. 

After  years  of  advocating  self-sufficiency  it  will  undoubtedly 
take  some  time  for  the  various  governments  to  publicly  reverse  their 
stand,  but  many  of  them  are  already  reported  to  be  quietly  preparing  the 
ground  for  an  eventual  reduction  in  wheat  acreage.     In  any  case  the  peak  of 
acreage  expansion  on  the  Continent  seems  to  have  been  reached  and  a  gradual 
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decline  together  with  a  gradual  easing  of  import  restrictions  may  "be  expected  to 
follow.      Such  action  would  "be  immensely  aided  by  a  satisfactory  agreement  on 
disarmament,  it  is  stated. 


Even  though  no  perceptible  reduction  in  the  wheat  acreage  on  the  Continent 
occurs  during  the  next  year,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  total  production  will 
be  considerably  below  that  of  the  past  two  years,  the  Berlin  representatives 
point  out,  and  with  acreage  reductions  a  correspondingly  smaller  outturn  may  be 
expected.    Assuming  an  acreage  equal  to  that  harvested -in  1933  a  yield  equal  to 
the  average  for  the  years  1933-1832  would  produce  a  crop  10  percent  below  that 
harvested  this  year.      The  exceptionally  favorable  weather  experienced  in  July 
and  the  first  half  of  August  this  year  is  not  likely  to  occur  again  in  many 
years,  the  report  states. 

The  most  difficult  problem  now  facing  the  continental  countries  is  said 
to  be  the  disposal  of  domestic  wheat  that  cannot  be  absorbed  by  the  domestic 
milling  industry.      Stocks  of  wheat  at  the  principal  continental  ports  on 
September  15  this  year  were  about  6,600,000  bushels  compared  to  only  4,000,000 
a  year  ago  and  second-hand  and  farm  stocks  in  the  more  important  countries 
are  much  above  those  of  last  year.      Import  requirements  of  the  19  continental 
countries  during  the  1933-34  season  are  expected  to  range  between  155,000,000 
and  200,000,000  bushels.    Uet  imports  during  the  1932-33  season  were  '208 ,776,000 
bushels  and  in  the  previous  year,  they  were  342,485,000  bushels. 

Despite  the  estimated  decline  in  imports  the  utilization  of  wheat  in 
these  countries  during  the  present  season  is  expected  to  show  an  increase  over 
that  of  1932-33.    Most  of  this  increase  will  be  confined  to  the  use  of  low 
grade  wheat  for  feeding,  the  Berlin  representatives  state,  but  a  continuation 
of  the  low  apparent  improvement  in  business  conditions  might  also  result  in 
some  increase  in  bread  consumption.      The  following  tabulation  indicates  the 
production  and  apparent  utilization  of  wheat  and  rye  in  the  19  continental 
European  countries  in  recent  years:

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Shanghai  flour  market  quiet 

The  flour  rrarket  at  Shanghai  was  very  slow  during  the  past  week, 
according  to  a  radiogram  from  Argi cultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson, 
Stocks  were  heavy,  and  mills  were  running  at  about  50  percent  capacity. 
3uyers  were  bidding  around  53  cents  a  bushel  for  foreign  wheat. 

An  important  member  of  the  trade  thought  that  the  requirements  of 
China  might  be  filled  with  about  60  percent  United  States  wheat,  20  per- 
cent Australian,  and  20  percent  Canadian.      Some  Argenti no  wheat  was  being 
substituted  for  Canadian  and  Australian. 

Quotations,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  were  as  follows:     Canadian  No.  2,  50 
cents  per  bushel,  ITo.  3,  57  cents;  Australian,  58  cents  per  bushel;  Argen- 
tine, 56  cents  per  bushel;  best  ordinary  grade  of  domestic  wheat,  46  to  48 
cents  per  bushel.    Shanghai  flour,  October  shipment,  was  quoted  at  59  cents 
per  bag  of  49  pounds. 


PEED  GRAINS 

Summary  'of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1933  early  corn  crop  in  Italy,  which 
usually  amounts  to  about  95  percent  of  the  total  crop,  is  92,857,000 
bushels.      This  is  a  decrease  of  15. percent  from  the  production  of  last 
year,  but  is  2.5  percent  above  the  average     early     corn  harvest  during 
the  past  five  year.    The  total  1933  corn  production  in  the  countries  so 
far  reported  amounts  to  2,953,982,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  about  20 
percent  fro...  the  production  in  the  same  countries  last  year. 

The  total  barley  production  in  the  countries  so  far  reported  amounts 
to  1,144,513,000  bashels,  a  decrease  of  14.5  percent  from  the  1932  produc- 
tion.     During  the  past  week  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  previous 
estina-te  for  Italy  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  Hungarian  figure. 

The  1933  oats  production  in  the  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
2,371 ,315, 000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  21  percent  from  the  1932 
harvest  in  those  countries.    There  has  been  an  increase  of  about  1,600,000 
bushels  in  the  oats  estimate  for  Italy  during  the  past  Y/eek,  and  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  previous  estimate  for  Hunga.ry. 

The  second  estimate  of  the  1933-34  area  sown  to  barley  in  Argentina 
shows  an  increase  of  50,000  acres  to  1,730,000  acres,  which  is  about  11 
percent  above  the  final  estim-te  for  last  year,  and  is  the  largest  acreage 
on  record.    The  new  barley  crop,  which  suffered  somewhat  from  drought  and 
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frost,  has  improved  somewhat  since  the  recent  rains.    The  1933-34  estimate 
of  the  Argentine  oats  area  remains  -unchanged  at  3,459,000  acres,  which  is 
about  5  percent  below  the  area  sown  last  year,  and  is  the  smallest  acreage 
since  192V.    The  damage  to  the  crop  from  frosts  and  drought  has  been  severe. 
Some  authorities  estimate  that  as  much  as  half  of  the  oats  area  sown  has  been 
lost . 

Corn  is  being  shipped  from  Argentina  slowly,  with  about  100,000,000 
bushels  still  available  for  expert  after  the  middle  of  October,  but  is  in 
much  better  condition  for  exportation  than  was  the  case  with  the  earlier 
cargoes  sent  out.  Following  the  recent  rains,  the  new  crop  corn  is  being 
planted  under  favorable  conditions,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be 
an  increase  in  the  corn  acreage  over  that  of  last  year.  Some  of  the  land 
which  was  formerly  sown  with  wheat  and  flaxseed  is  now  being  planted  with 
corn.

The  rice  situation  in  Italy  and  Spain 

Current  indications  are  that  rice  supplies  in  Italy,  the  leading 
European  producer,  are  not  great  enough  to  meet  all  domestic  and  export 
requirements  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1934,  according  to  reports 
from  the  Marseille  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     In  Spain, 
however,  supplies  apparently  are  more  than  large  enough  to  cover  trade 
demands.    The  smaller  crops  in  both  countries  for  1933  indicate  an  estimated 
total  output  of  613,137  short  tons,   cleaned  basis,  against  063,285  short  tons 
produced  in  1932.     The  current  total  crop  also  is  smaller  than  that  of  other 
recent  years,  the  crops  in  both  countries  being  smaller  than  usual.     Italy  is 
credited  with  producing  409,008  short  tons,   cleaned  basis,  in  1933  against 
445,772  short  tons  a  year  earlier.    The  current  Spanish  crop  stands  at 
204,130  short  tons  against  216,513  short  tons  in  1932.    Trade  agreements 
with  consuming  countries,  especially  Germany,  suggest  an  outlet  for  more 
Italian  -ice  in  1953-54  than  is  indicated  by  production  and  carryover  figures 
as  being  available  for  export.     In  Soain,  however,  adverse  trading  conditions 
during  1932-33  resulted  in  a  heavy  carryover,  with  no  improvement  apparent 
in  the  market  situation.    Both  countries  reduced  their  1933  rice  acreage  some- 
what . 

The  recent  5-year  agreement  with  Germany  for  the  purchase  of  68,894 
short  tons  of  Italian  rough  rice  annually  becomes  effective  during  the  1933-34 
season.    A  one-year  agreement  with  Austria  provides  for  .  the  purcha.se  of  16,535 
short  tons  of  Italian  rough  rice.    Heretofore  practically  no  such  rough  rice 
has  been  exported  to  Germany.     In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  rice  is  to  be 
used  for  fond,  the  development  is  of  significance  to  the  American  trade  with 
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Germany  in  polished  rice.     There  is  some  doubt,  however,  respecting  the 
ability  of  Italy  to  fill  the  new  quotas  while  continuing  to  maintain  exports 
to  other  countries  which  in  1932-33  reached  about  264,550  short  tons,  rough 
rice  basis.    TCith  production  and  carryover  placed  at  about  633,426  short 
tons  and  domestic  requirements  as  high  as  485,012  short  tons  there  would 
remain  an  export  surolus  with  an  upper  limit  of  only  231,483  short  tons  to 
meet  export  requirements  totaling  almost  319,667  short  tons. 

Alternatives  available  in  the  Italian  situation  appear  to  be  either 
reduced  domestic  consumption  or  smaller  export  commitments,  presumably  in 
the  trade  with  countries  with  which  no  definite  agreement  has  bee:*  made. 
So  far  there  have  been  no  indications  respecting  official  intentions.  Ex- 
ports are  more  or  less  controllable  by  raising  or  lowering  the  export  bounty. 
In  Spain,  the  situation  is  one  of  burdensome  supplies,  the  1933-34  export 
surplus  being  placed  at  165,. 145  short  tens,  probably  the  largest  on  record. 
Exports  in  1932-33  were  sharply  reduced,  resulting  in  a  h^avy  carryover 
into  1933-34.     The  smaller  exports  are  attributed  to  import  duties  imposed 
by  Great  Britain,  which  in  earlier  years  has  absorbed  more  than  50  percent 
of  the  Spanish  exports.     The  Spanish  government  is  assisting  growers  with 
storage  funds,  and  has  plans  under  consideration  for  an  export  bounty. 


COTTON 

Cotton  acreage  in  India  ahead  of  last  year 

The  second  forecast  of  area  planted  to  cotton  for  the  1933-34  season 
is  19,641,000,  acres,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  Director  of  Statistics 
at  Calcutta.    This  compares  with  a  forecast  of  18,415,000  acres  at  this  time 
last  year  and  19,654,000  acres  at  the  save  date  in  1931.     The  final  estimate 
of  acreage  for  the  1932-33  harvest  was  22,553,000  acres  and  23,722,000  acres 
for  193l~32.     Cotton  acreage  in  India  has  been  decreasing  in  recent  years, 
and  the  area  in  1932-33  was  the  smallest  since  1922-23. 

Egyptian  growing  cor.diti ons  less  favorable 

Growing  conditions  surrounding  the  Egyptian  cotton  crop  took  an  un- 
favorable turn  during  September,  according  to  current  trade  advices  from 
Alexandria.    Following  favorable  conditions  in  August,  high  winds  and  low 
temperatures  were  experienced,  together  with  an  increasing  amount  of  damage 
from  leaf -worm,  booi-worm  pnd  aphis.    These  insect  attacks  are  largely 
confined  to  the  North  Delta  area  where  Sakellaridis  is  the  leading  variety. 
Some  reports  estimate  that  the  yield  of  Sake!  will  be  as  much  as  25  percent 
under  normal.    Picking  is  well  under  way  in  Upper  Egypt  and  in  the  early 
area  of  the  Delta. 
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Italy  ant icipat.es  reduced  "beet  sugar  output 

Current  estimates  place  the  1933~3^  "beet  sugar  output  in  Italy  at 
about  293,000-  short  tons  including  sugar  produced  from  molasses,  against 
315*000  short  tons  produced  in  1932-33 »  according  to  Vice  Consul  Paul 
Dean  Thompson  at  Milan.     Indications  now  are  that  the  -sugar  factories 
will  not  utilize  the  whole  supply  of  beets  available,  estimated  total 
contrac  ts  with  growers,  at  2,2o0,000  short  tons, being  about  77,000  short 
tons'  under  current  crop  estimates.    Last  year,  2,500,000  short  tons  were 
contracted  for.    The  current  contract  estimates,  however,  -may  easily  be 
revised  upward  later  in  the  season.     This  season's  average  polarization 
of  beet  sugar  at  the  end  of  August  was  running  16.W+  percent  against. 
15.3g  percent  a  year  earlier,  and  1S.0U  percent  in  1931*  '  The  crop  condi- 
tion general  has  exceeded  the  expectations  held  up  to  mid-July,  the 
weather  having  been  especially  favorable • thereafter.     Imported  sugar 
represents  a  small  part  of  the  total  Italian  sup-ply,  -  Production  has . shown 
slight  annual  declines  in  recent  years,  but  reduced  consumption  has  resulted 
in  relatively  Large  carryovers*    At  present,  stocks  show  a  tendency  to 
decline. 


HOPS 

Larger  European  hop  production;  higher  prices 

A  substantial  increase  in  the  1933  bop  acreage  on  the  Continent, 
and  a  resulting  increase  in  production,  though  yields  in  some  of  the  more 
important  districts  have  been  below  average  this  year  is  indicated  from 
available  information,  according  to  the  Bureau's  Berlin  office.  Despite 
the  increased  area,  hop  production  is  still  far  below  the  average  of  the 
past  five  years.    The  quality  of  this  year's  crop  is  reported  to  be  very 
good.    The  increase  in  acreage  appears  to  have  been  largely  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  prospective  export  market  in  the  United  States  as  beer  con- 
sumption is  still  declining  in  nearly  all  continental  countries.    He  cent 
improvements  in  the  continental  economic  situation*  if  continued,  would 
probably  provide  a  better  market  during  the  coming  year. 

The  heavy  stocks  of  hops,  which  had  accumulated  during  the  past 
two  or  three  years,  have  now  been  largely  disposed  of,  and  the  hop  industry 
is  in  a  more  healthful  situation  than  for  some  time  past.     The  reduction 
in  stocks,  together  with  the  increased  market  outlet  in  the  United  States, 
resulted  in  sharply  higher  prices,  particularly  in  the  Saaz  district  of 
Czechoslovakia.     In  Germany,  the  higher  prices  have  been  viewed  with  caution 
as  the  internal  demand  has  shown  little  or  no  improvement,  and  export  busi- 
ness has  not  been  equal  to  expectations.     In  Czechoslovakia,  on  the  other  hand 
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business  lias  been  very  active,  due  largely  to  purchases  from  abroad. 
Sharply  higher  prices  are  also  reported  from  Belgium,  Alsace-Lorraine,  and 
northern  France.      The  improvement  in  prides  will  no  doubt  encourage  in- 
creased production  which  can  scarcely  be  justified  unless  economic  condi- 
tions on  the  Continent  show  further  improvement.    The  first  flurry  of  ex- 
citement resulting  from  the  legalization  of  beer  in  the  United  States  is 
expected  to  pass,  and  as  production  in  the  United  States  increases,  continent- 
al hop  growers  will  eventually  be  compelled  to  adjust  their  production  more 
closely  to  continental  requirements* 

The  1333  hop  acreage  in  Germany  is  estimated  at  23, 59^  acres,  as 
compared  with  19,800  acres  in  1932,  and  27,730  acres,  the  average  acreage 
during  the  period  1929  to  1933 •    The  early  growing  season  was  not  so  favor- 
able, and  yields  w^re  below  average.    The  harvest  weather,  however,  was 
almost  ideal,  and  the  quality  of  the  crop  appears  to  be  very  good.  Bxport 
sales  have  been  disappointing  and  German  prices,  therefore,  did  not  rise 
to  the  same  extent  as  those  in  some  other  countries. 

The  hop  acreage  in  C z e cho s 1 0 v ak i a  is  estimated  at  27,002  acres  for 
1933,  compared  to  23,S72  acres  in  1932,  and  an  average  of  32,170  acres  for 
the  five  years  1929-1933*    The  average  yield  this  year  is  reported  to  be 
below  normal,  and  the  total  production  will  probably  be  considerably  below 
last  year's  crop.    The  crop  in  the  Saaz  district,  by  far  the  most  important 
area,  is  expected  to  be.  about  35  percent  below  last  year.    The  quality  of 
this  year's  crop  is  reported  to  be  excellent  and    farmers  have  already  dis-. 
posed  of  37  percent  of  their  crop.    Export  business  in  Czechoslovakia  has 
been  very  active  and  the  entire  industry  appears  to  be  muGh  more  optimistic. 
Consumption  of  beer  in  Czechoslovekia,  however,  continues  to  decline  so  that 
any  increase  in  hop  production  is  dependent  upon  the  improvement  of  the  ex- 
port market. 


Argentine  Bank  to  grant  loans  for  harvesting  195;>  crops 

The  Argentine  Bark:  of  the  Nation  a  government  agency,  will  again  grant 
special  loans  to  farmers  and  others  to  finance  the  harvesting  of  the  wheat, 
flaxseed,  barley,  oats  and  rye  crops  during  the  present  crop  season,  according 
to  the  Buenos  Aires  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  loan 
amounts  at  port  of  shipment  are  at  current  exchange  rates  with  Argentine  peso 
rate  per  100  kilos  in  parentheses:     Wheat  k~f  cents  per  bushel  (^.50);  flax- 
seed 27.6  cents  (9. 00);  barley  25  cents  (3 .00);  oats  16.7  cents  (3»00)  and 
rye  29.2  cents  per  bushel  (3 •00).    In  granting  loans  on  grain  and  linseed  in 
storage  on  the  f-arms  and  at  intarior  railway  stations,  the  freight  and  other 
costs  incident  to  moving  the  groin  to  port-of  shipment  will  be  deducted  from 
the  above  amounts.    The  interest  rate  this  year  is  5  percent,  compared  with 
6  last  year.    Alsc  see  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  October  2k,  1932  page  590. 
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LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

Danish  hog  production  shows  downward  trend  - 

The  downward  movement  in  Danish  hog  -numbers  and  pork  production  in 
evidence  since  late  in  1931  gives  indications  of  continuing,  according  to 
a  preliminary  report  of  a  recent  inspection  trip  in  Denmark  by  H.  E.  Reed, 
Meat  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     The  July 
1933  hog  census,  when  compared  with  that  of  June  1932,  shows  a  decline  of 
10.2  percent  in  total  numbers  and  a  drop  of  17.2  percent  in  numbers  of 
bred  sows.    Total  inspected  slaughter  reached  only  3,408,000  head  in  the 
period  January-June  1933  against  4,054,000  in  the  corresponding  1932  period. 
Danish  hog  producers  are  now  operating  under  a  government  plan  to  control 
production  (See  HP-45,  WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS,  August  25,  1933). 
Additional  data  illustrating  the  influence  of  the  hog  regulation  measures 
rare  not  available.     There  are  indications,  however,  that  production  will 
be  further  reduced.     Outlets  for  pork  other  than  the  British  and  domestic 
markets  are  unremunerative ,  and  the  policy  of  the  agency  administering  the 
control  scheme  is  to  discourage  production  until  marketings  come  into  line 
with  demand  from  the  profitable  outlets. 

Cards  are  issued  to  producers  which  permit  them  to  secure  the 
English  price  for  the  probable  number  of  hogs  which  the  English  and  home 
markets  will  absorb  in  a  given  period.    Production  is  discouraged  by  the 
limited  number  of  cards  and  by  the  low  prices  paid  for  hogs  without  cards. 
The  marked  decline  in  numbers  of  bred  sows  in  the  face  of  higher  bacon  hog 
prices  is  the  first  indication  of  reduced  breeding  operations  as  a  remit 
of  the  scheme.     Since  July  the  card  issue  has  been  reduced  further  owing 
to  cuts  in  the  British  bacora  import  quotas,  and  prices  of  hogs  without  cards 
have  declined.    Feeder  pig  prices  also  have  declined  since  the  card  system 
became  operative  last  March,  and  have  reached  unprofitable  levels. 


tie  many  tightens  margarine  sales  regulations 

The  sharp  advance  in  German  edible  fat  prices  in  recent  months  resulted 
m  an  increased  demand  for  the  lower  grades  of  margarine  from  consumers  re- 
garded as  able  to  buy  the  more  expensive  grades,  according  to  Assistant  Agri- 
cultural Attache  D.  F.  Christy  at  Berlin.     It  has  been  found  that  in  many 
casea  unemployed  persons  holding  cards  entitling  them  to  purchase  cheap  mar- 
garine vrere  unable  to  secure  any  of  that  grade.     To  release  supplies  for  card 
holders,  and  to  force  the  better  class  of  consumers  to  buy  the  more  expensive 
fats,  the  Government  now  requires  all  margarine "makers  to  Tut  50  percent  of 
their  output  into  the  cheaper  or  "household"  grade  of  margarine,   and  has  set 
the  retail  price  for  the  holders  of  cards.     Holders  of  cards,  which  call  for 
about  2  pounds  of  fat  oer  month,  are  allowed  1  1/2  pounds  Of  household  margarine 
at  the  fixed  price  of  38  phennings  per  l/2  kilo  (11.88  cents  per  lb.)    For  the 
other  half  pound  pur  month,  the  card  holder  is  permitted  to  purchase  tax-free 
some  other  form  of  edible  fat. 
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Manufacturing  regulations  covering  November  and  December  require 
factories  to  include  5  percent  of  domestic  neutral  lard  in  their  margarine 
and  other  edible  fats.    Since  the  price  of  such  lard  is  high,  however,  its 
inclusion  in  household  margarine  is  net  required.     The  result  is  that  the 
higher  grades  are  carrying  10  percent  neutral  lard  since  makers  must  hold 
the  production  of  such  grades  to  50  percent  of  their  total  output.  This 
situation  has  been  another  factor  in  the  price  advance  in  edible  fats.  It 
appears,  however,  that  manufacturers  have  the  option  of  either  using  the 
expensive  neutral  lard  in  household  grades  of  margarine  and  not  paying  the 
manufacturers  tax  on  that  product  or  vice  versa. 

The  Research  Institute  for  Commerce  in  Berlin  finds  that,  in  view 
of  the  high  prices  of  lard,  margarine  and  other  edible  fats,  there  has  been 
a  noticeable  increase  in  the  use  of  butter,  according  to  Consul  General 
W.  L.  Lowrie  at  Frankfort.     It  is  stated    that,  since  the  enacemont  of  the 
prevailing  measures  controlling  fats,  retail  sales  of  margarine  have  de- 
clined 50  to  55  percent,  whereas  sales  of  butter  have  increased  15  percent. 
It  is  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  net  change  in  total  fat  consumption 
has  boon  not  more  than  5  percent,  since  the  Gorman  consumption  of  butter 
has  always  exceeded  th?t  of  margarine. 

South  A;.^rlcan  wool  exports  up 

Total  wool  exports  from  Argentina  end  Uruguay  reached  519,000  bales 
for  the  year  ended  September  50,  1933,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  C.  l.  Luodtko  at  Buenos  Aires.    That  figure  was  about  100,000 
bales  larger  than  the  exports  from  those  two  countries  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1931-32.     In  the  case  of  Argentina,  the  1932-55  figures  were  24.5 
percent  larger  than  in  the  preceding  year,  while  the  increase  in  Uruguayan 
exports  reached  21.5  percent.    Beth  countries  s^nt  materially  larger  volumes 
of  wool  to  the  United  States,  although  wool  from  thosu  countries  bulks 
relatively  small  in  the  .nr.jrican  import  records.    Tr.o  bulk  of  the  increase 
exports  was  sent  to  continental  European  countries.    Up  to  October  10, 
Argentine  wool  markets  continued  to  rate  price  improvements,  with  European 
demand  fairly  steady  for  fine  quality  wools.     The  Argentine  clipping  season- 
has  opened,  and  early  marketings  have  been  sold  at  advancing  rates.  See 
export  table,  page  532. 
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UNITED  STATES  AJSRICULJUEAIj  TRADE  WITH  TERRITORIES 

Trade  with  the  United  States  territories  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and 
Puerto  Rico  is  supplementary  to,  and  not  included  with,  the  official  United 
States  export  and  import  statistics,  and  for  this  reason  is  published  as 
a  separate  compilation.    During  1933-33  the  value  of  farm  products  sent 
to  continental  United  States  from  these  territories  amounted  to  $139,049,000, 
which  was  more  than  four  times  as  much  as  the  value  of  our  shipments  to  those 
possessions.    While  for  many  items  the  volume  of  trade  has  "been  maintained  or 
even  increased,  this  was  accomplished  at  a  price  level  that  represented  a  low 
return  to  the  producer,  the  total  value  reaching  the  lowest  point  in  a  decade 

Alaska 

Aside-  from  a  few  fur-o earing  animals,  such  as  the  "blue  fox,  and  a 
small  quantity  of  reindeer  meat,  very  few  farm  products  are  shipped  to 
this  country  from  Alaska. 

The  volume  of  farm  products  sent  to  Alaska  does  not  vary  greatly  from 
year  to  year,  but  "because  of  the  lower  prices  prevailing  during  the  last 
few  years,  the  value  of  these  shipments  has  fallen  off.     Shipments  from  the 
United  States  to  Alaska  consist  largely  of  canned  goods  of  all  kinds,  butter, 
eggs,  sugar,  flour,  coffee,  fresh  "beef,  and  dried  f rait .    In  point  of  value, 
butter  was  the  most  important  single  item  sent  to  Alaska  during  1932-33. 

Hawaii 

Farm  products  sent  to  the  United  States  from  Hawaii  during  the  year 
just  closed  were  valued  at  879,992, OOP,  approximately  three-fourths  of 
which  was  sugar,  and  the  bulk  of  the  remainder  canned  pineapple.    Most  of 
the  sugar  cane  in  as  raw  sugar ,  the  total  amounting  to  1,015,000  short  tons 
which  duplicated  the  peak  figure  a  year  ago  and  was  an  increase  of  13  per- 
cent over  the  1927-28  to  1931-32  average,  when  899,000  short  tons  were 
received  from  that  source.    In  contrast  with  most  commodities,  sugar  showed 
a  slight  increase  in  value.    Hawaii  sent  the  United  States  34 i, 849, 000 
pounds  of  canned  pineapple  during  1932-33 ,  a  decrep.se  of  34  percent  as  com- 
pared with  the  record  shipments  a  year  ago ,  and  the  smallest  in  volume  since 
1924-25. 

Rice  ranks  first  among  the  farm  products  shipped  to  Hawaii,  the 
total  purchased  daring  1932-33  amounting  to  90,764,000  pounds,  a  peak  figure 
in  point  of  volume  "but  at  a  reduction  in  value .    Hawaii  is  also  an  important 
outlet  for  fresh  beef,  fresh  and  cured,  pork,  and  all  kinds  of  canned  meat. 
Feedstuff s,  butter,  canned  milk,  and  wheat  flour  also  find  a  ready  market 
in  Hawaii,  shipments  of  nearly  all  of  these  commodities  recording  a  gain  in 
volume  over  1931-32. 
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UNITED  STATES  AC-HI  CULTURAL  TRADE  tTlTH  TERRITORIES,  CONT'D 
Puerto  Rico 

Shipments  of  farm  "pro ducts  to  the  United  States  from  Puerto  Rico 
during  the  -year  just  closed  were  valued  at  $58, 9 92, 000, --the  lowest  in  value 
since  1928-29.  '-  Of  these  shipments sugar  outranks  all  others  in  importance. 
During  1932-33,  a  total  of  823,000  short  tons  was  marketed  in  the  United 
States  with  a  value  of  $50,780,000,  the  second  highest 'on  record.  Among 
other  important  products  coining  into  the  United  States  fron  Puerto  Rico  is 
unmanufactured  tobacco,  the  total  amounting  "to- 12, 928 ,000  poiuids  valued  at 
$4,403,000,  which  was  less  than  one- half  the  average  volume  received  during 
1927-23  to.  1931-32.     Styms*.  scrap,,  and.. trimmings  made. up_raore  than  one-fourth 
of  this  total.     The  United  States  is  an  important  outlet  for  fresh  pineapple 
and  grapefruit,  shipments  of  both  lagging  behind  those  of  a  year  ago. 

Puerto  Rico  purchases  large  quantities  of  United  States-  rice,  it 
being  the  most  important  single  item  sent  to  that  market.    During  1932-33, 
243,532,000  pounds  of  rice  grain  were  shipped  from  continental  United  States 
to  Puerto  Rico,  a  new  high  record  in  point  of  volume  but  at  a  great  reduction 
in  value.    In  addition  to  rice  grain,  Puerto  Rico  also  purchases  rice  flour, 
meal,  and  broken  rice  in  considerable  volume,  and  that  market  also  absorbs 
large  quantities  of  wheat  flour,  dried  beans,  cured  and  pickled  pork,  and 
all  kinds  of  dairy  products.
